TRAINING AND RACING. 



Harry Jennings, an old-time and old-fashioned 
trainer of note in England and France, in speak- 
of too early, or rather hurried training of race 
horses, say9: “I shall want them a go )d deal 
later on ; let them train themselves a bit,” and he 
invariably started his horses in the beginning of 
the season rough, big and in good health for the 
first three or four weeks, giving them a chance, 
as he expressed it, to “train themselves a bit,” 
and not subjecting them to the strain of a hur- 
ried preparation. There is much good logic and 
common sense in the ideas of Mr. Jennings, and 
many of our American trainers could profit by 
it, for all followers of the turf in this country 
know’ that there are certain stables here which 
•come out in the early spring and sweep the 
board, but by the time the mid-summer and fall 
meetings, at which the most valuable stakes 
are run, begin, the horses are stale and do no 
good. 

It is quite true that the early bird catches the 
worm, but the earliest worm is as a rule, in an 
■embryonic stage, as it were, and is by no means 
us palatable a morsel as the fully developed 
^worm later in the season, and the bird would in 
most instances be repaid for a little 
waiting and take in the worms more gradu- 
ally. The hurried and forcing process is 
especially injurious to two-year-olds, for they 
are necessarily put at hard work when but actu- 
ally only a few months over a year old, and with 
some trainers the custom is to hammer them 
as vigorously as they do the old horses, and 
oftentimes work the youngsters with developed 
horses, expecting them to keep taut their end of 
the string. This is contrary to nature, and is 
the reason why good horses in the three-year- 
old and upward class every season are hardly a 
corporal’s guard in number. There should be 
very few two-year-old stakes before the mid- 
summer and fall meetings, so as to give ample 
time for a gradual preparation. Three-year- 
olds and older horses can, of course, stand 
harder work, but even this class are often over- 
done, and by the time the fall racing comes 
around most of them are laid on the shelf, and 
the prominent events become one-horse affairs, 
which are disappointments to the patrons of 
sport. “Haste makes waste” in training horses 
as well as in many other things. 



Our idea of getting all possible out of a race 
horse and at the earliest moment is bad policy. 
It would be much better in the long run to have 
a horse run fewer races each year, especially in 
his two-year-old season, and last more years on 
the turf. There would then be more good han- 
dicap material, and such events as the Brooklyn, 
Suburban and Metropolitan Handicaps, instead 
of having 49, 44 and 36 entries respectively, would 
most likely have double those figures, which 
would, of course, increase the value of the races 
without necessarily bringing to the post a large 
and unwieldly field of starters. When a man 
has a good horse like Hamburg or Ornament he 
seems to think there is no limit to the horse’s 
endurance, and oftentimes a last straw breaks 
the camel’s back, and one race too many has 
settled the turf career of a brilliant star. 



In England, as a rule, a horse is not asked to 
run near so many races as in this country, and this 
is especially true of the cracks. As an illustra- 
tion, Ornament, the great American three-year- 
old, ran seventeen races, while the English 
champion three-year-old Galtee More started 
only eight times. It is true that Galtee More’s 
winnings were much more valuable than those 
of Ornament, for the stakes were each worth 
more money, and it may be argued that a horse 
has to run here oftener than in England in order 



to make both ends meet, which is true, but if 
his racing career was extended through several 
years instead of one or two by judicious and 
gradual development, the chances are he would 
pick up more of the largest plums, have more 
money to his credit when retired and be in better 
condition to begin stud duties. Progress and 
hustle are commendable, but there is no getting 
around the fact that many good horses are 
ruined by too much hurry. 

GOSSIP OF THE TURF. 



One of the highest class of racing men sends 
the following letter from Louisville, Ky., to the 
editor of Daily Racing Form : 

“In discussing horses those in Derbys come 
first. Plaudit looks and works well and the 
report about him being ‘off’ has no foundation. 
I guess some pipe fiend started it. The colt has 
not missed a gallop and was never in better 
shape to me. Dr. Black also appears to be go- 
ing the right way of the others here that have 
been written about. Sound Money and Galli- 
vant will both be lucky if they can win minor 
races. At present nearly everybody has an idea 
they have a good two-year-old. As we know 
from the past that the majority are usually 
wrong, it would be idle for me to try to pick 
out any of the best. 

“John Madden has some real nice looking ones. 
The Hanover— Cinderella colt should be the 
pick on looks and breeding. Of the older horses 
the best ones are Ben Holladay, Salvable and 
Flying Dutchman. The three have all wintered 
well and are getting plenty of slow work. Ben 
Holladay has been treated a little harshly in the 
Brooklyn and Suburban I think and I shall be 
very much surprised if he starts in either. The 
weather here has been pretty good and the track 
is in fair shape. I think there are about 300 
head here. The track charges stable rent $1 
per month for each stall, so of course the more 
horses the more revenue. Between stable rent, 
trainers’ and jockeys’ licenses and fines, I guess 
the Turf Congress and Jockey Clubs here and in 
the east will be able to move along, war or no 
war. Tully Coulter is said to have a Jim Gore 
youngster that can step quite briskly.” 

NOTES OF THE TURF. 



Mason & Co., owners of Lobos and Salvado, 
were suspended, pending further investigation, 
after the colt’s easy win in the two-year-old 
race the other day. The colt started twice 
before. In his first race he was last or almost 
last to leave the barrier and finished in the 
rear. The second attempt was at Ingleside in 
the fog and Gold Scratch was given a running 
start, beating the barrier half a dozen lengths. 
Primavera and Mossbrae were next away and 
the others strung out. — San Francisco Exam- 
iner. 

One of the best looking horses at Gravesend 
is Tanis, by Hanover. He is in the stable of 
George Nixon, and is being prepared for the 
Carter Handicap, at Aqueduct. Central Trust, 
belonging to J. E. McDonald, has improved 
wonderfully in looks over his two-year-old form. 
He has grown and filled out nicely. 

Rey del Rio, the Rey El Santa Anita — Magda- 
lena colt for which E. J. Baldwin refused $5,000 
not long ago, is one of the grandest looking big 
youngsters ever seen in these parts. He was 
feeling very gay yesterday and tried to kick 
boles through the sun. — Breeder and Sports- 
man. 

Timmons & Marks, with Marquise and At- 
tainment, arrived at the Memphis track Mon- 
day from California. Andy Blakely’s jumpers, 
Snowdowu, Captain Reese and Iron Duke, came 
in the same car. T. Griffin’s Martha Hand Allie 
Belle are also at the Memphis course.
